lard to find; even rain water and 
n fact, artificially distilled water is nol 
absolutely pure. They approach nearer 
o absolute purity, than all other kinds ol 
vater. 
During the cholera visitation o] 


853-'54, an experiment was made on 
lolf a million of the population of Lon- 
loni It so happened that a' certain dis- 
liot of London was supplied by two riva 
water companies, the two mains running 
often side by side, and some houses tak- 
ng from the. one and some from the 
otEor. The whole inhabitants were living 
alike in all respects save one—that ono 
jompahy drew its supply from high up 
ihe Thames, where.it was of comparative 
ixcellence, while the other drew its watei 
rom low down the river, where it w.ae 
jrqfusor^ contaminated with city drain- 
age. Among, this population there were 
more than 4,000 deaths from.cholera, am 
when' the epidemic had subsided, an in- 
luiry was made from house to house, as 
o,Uiose.,deaths, and as to the.water sup- 
;ly of the several houses wKeire they hoc 
odcurred. The inquiry was conducted 
with .every precaution to avoid sources o; 
fallacy, and the result was, that in the 
one set of houses tho-mortality,per.lO,0(K 
of .the population waa 37, in the. other se' 
of. houses il was 130; that is to say, the 
:holera death. was 3j times as great in 
ihe set of houses receiving water supply 
irom below in the Thames river.

That th 
friends of tho Cook plan, the Lane plan 
the canal ring and the river ring mus 
cease their bickeiings and all follow th 
Fort Wayne Gazette, andacquiescejin its 
settlement of the question of a wate 
supply. Before the books areolosec 
please allow me to say a few words on

In regard to that plan it' will surpriS' 


many people to learn that Mr. Cook 
never had any plan aside from wha 
seemed to be popular, and that ho neve 
contributed one single1 valuable an. 
original idea in 
building our watei 


works. Instead of the consulting 
gineer giving tie people the benefit o 
his wisdom and experience,' he 
largely dependent upon the very peopi 
who looked to him for guidance. 
Mi 


Cook profited much by his Fort Wayn 
experiments but they have beeu costl 
ones to tho city. So far as hia origiua 
ideas have not beeu curried out, th 
water works have, 1 believe been a BUI 
cess. The great mistake has beeu i 
building the works according to th 
Cook plan, and the trustees ought t 
havo taken tho matter ont of bis bane 
sooner.

A well was accordingly dug, having 


not merely 7,500 feet, but an area proba- 
ily five times as large as Mr. Cook hod 
estimated would be good for 3,000,000 
gallons daily, and costing about $15,000. 
As soon as the works began to pump 
700 000 or 800,000 gallons per day the 
well proved unreliable, and resort was at 
once hod to 


SPY. RDS, 


which has cost some 35,000 'more. This 
has also proved to be inadequate, and 
we must now go to the St. Joseph, river. 
Mr. Cook, following the advice of Mr. 
J. L. Williams, • and endorsed by Mr. 
Settler, advised that tho point of in-take 
Tom the river be above the French 
brewery. Mr. Williams wanted the pipe 
extended one-third of a mile, about 1.760 
!eet, above tho brewery, while Mr. Het 
tier thinks 4flO feet would be enough. It 
would be very much better to stop at 
;he distance named by Mr. Williams, 
1,760 feet, than to go to the "ripple," of 
vhich we hear so much. For to reach 
ihe first ripple above the French brew- 
ery with, a pipe of sufficient capacity to 
supply the city would coat not less than 
J250,000. Mr. Hettler, in advocating

A liMe reflection will con- 


vince anyone that if the floods and cur- 
rents of the river and the use of the 
water from the Rudisill mill, which takes 
water from the'bottom of the pool, has 
been unable to dislodge these accumula- 
tions they will be apt to remain there 
whether the pool is tapped above or be- 
low the brewery. In a dry season if the 
water in the river should be so low the 
city will use the entire flow of the river, 
and at such a time, at least, whatever 
fluid filth, there may be in the pool will 
be as likely to flow to tho pipe if placed 
above as it will if placed below the 
brewery. 


So it will be seen that we havo ex- 


pended alreadyaboutg200,000for a water 
supply and are now about to spend as 
much more. There are members of the 
council who predict that the placing of a 
pipe for supply to the river will cost in 
damages to land and for water not less 
than $40,000. Mr. ' Hettler, however, 
claims that the work' can be done and 
damages paid for very much less. 


THE BESERVOEB. 


When wo consider the reservoir, the 


brilliancy of the Cook plan shines with 
unique lustre. A reservoir seemed to be 
wanted and Mr. Cook decided that one 
was necessary to our water works system 
because, it was urged, "It will practically 
double the life of your pumping machin- 
ery, relievo your pipe distribution from 
irregular and excessive stains, and oth- 
erwise result in considerable annual sav- 
ing in coal, wages, etc. 
It would also 


answer a good purpose as a subsidiary or 
settling reservoir in the event of youi 
lisiug river water. By constructing a 
filter bed near the reservoir to be sup- 
plied from it, the filter can safely be 
much smaller, as it would bo used to fil- 
ter the" domestic supply only, using iu> 
filtercd water for fire service." Accord- 
ingly the reservoir was built. One pipe 
was connected with the reservoir for tho 
double purpose of supplying water to, 
and drawing water from it. 
How Mr. 


Cook intended to average it so that fil- 
tered water should be (brawn out of this 
one pipe through the house taps for do- 
mestic use and unfiltered water through 
the ;tiro hydrants, lie never explained. 
If he know that in some cities a double 
line of pipe is laid, one fed from a reser 
vmr for domestic nw and ono for suppjy- 
fire hydrants, dhw.tly from the pumps, 
he forgot („ mention this most esseutia 
part of the scheme.

The pi)>c system at the reservoir wa« 


hey have been repaired. This part of 
the Cook plan, »o popular with some 
people, has cost the tax payers 85,000. 


Mr. Hamilton has a fair conception of 


:he water question, but he dot* not seem 
to realize that the reservoir is the great- 
»t mistake ill connection with the water 
works. Including the canal, which will 
cost $24,000, the reservoir will cost al- 
together uot far from 3100,000. Indeed 
some say that when finished to be of 
any value it will have cost more, very 
much more than 3100,000. When we 're- 
flect that the annual expense and inter est 
will not be less than $7,500 per year, 
fully ten times as much as it will bo 
worth to the oil 
wisdom of the Cooi , 
apparent,' provided, of course, that the 
reservoir don't burst some night and paint 
the town yellow. 


There were other defects in the plan 


for machinery and placing of mains that 
the trustees have had to remedy at quite 
an expense. 
Some of the officers do not 


hesitate to say that if Mr. Cook had 
never been employed the city wouldhave 
had better and cheaper works. 
Th« 


bnlk of the civil engineering was done 
by John Ryal, Moses Lane and the city 
engineer, Mr. Brackenridge. For thi 
work Mr. Cook received the credit and 
tho pay, $5,000. 
But all this is of value 


only as a warning for the future. 
The 


plan of no man should be pursued blind- 
ly. 
There has been a large sum wasted 


already on wells, Spy Kuu and the reser- 
voir and tho new council ought to look 
tho matter over carefully and see that 
.those mistakes are corrected as far as 
possible.

I have three reasons for thinking tlwt 


the theaters of America arenot improving 
in moral tone.

First, because of the universal testi- 


mony of all tho leading secular news- 
papers of the United States. There is 
not a newspaper of power in the couutry 
which has not within tho post few years 
both in editorial and reportoriol column 
deprecated tho styles of play most fre- 
quently in American theaters. It is 
against tho interest of tho newspapers to 
severely criticise the play houses, because 
a vast amouut of advertising potronngo

A second reason for thinking that th 


theaters of America are not improving ii 
moral tone I find iu the show window 
and on the bulletin boards and boor 
fences from ocean to ocean. I suppos 
that these are honest pictures and ri*i 
reseutatioiis of wliat actually occurs 
night by night in such places. Are thes 
the scenes to which fathers aud mother* 
take their daughters and young mei 
their affianced? Would you allow i 
your parlor such brazen indecency as i 
inauy of the theaters of the United StaU, 
must be dramatized if the board fences 
and show windows are not a libel? 
their pictures are genuine their work 
damnable. What is wrong iu the park 
is wrong on the stage. It ought to tak 
just as much completeness of apparel 
be honorable hi ouo place as to be houo 
able iu another. I declare if you fathci 
and your mothers who takeyoiirchildren 
to see such Sodomio lack of robe ofte 
word live to see your families plowed 
with libertinism and profligacy you in- 
got what you deserve. AB though a sur 
plus of sanctity had been gained b 
lontcu service throughout the Uuito 
States, right after Easter, north, sout 
cast and west, the streets of America b 
come picture galleries that rival tho m 
semns of Pompeii, which are kept uud 
lock ami key. Where nrc the mayors 
the cities and the judges of counts 01 
tho police thatsuch things are permittee.

Another reason for thinking that tl 


theaters of America are not improving 
moral tone is that tho foreign import 
tiou of bad morals during the past fe 
years has been immensely popula 
France sent to this country her queen 
the stage. One whose infamy was not 
shame but 'a boost. A more popnl 
actress, o • one more dissolute, never a 
peared in America. England also sent 
us delectable specimens of ineffable swee 
ness, commended by a priueonotas 
good as his mother. From soino of tl 
notorious foreign importations of our 
American stage I conclude that if mc-n 
of our theaters ore advancing in hig 
moral tone the advance is impercoii 


Another reason for thinking that tl 


American stage is not improving is tha 
the majority of tlie plays m our time ar 
degrading in their tendency. I nm no 
mention the names of many of the mod 
era plays that are very popular lest I ad 
verbse that which I condemn, andbesid 


If I mention any of these obiectionab 


plays it must be these that are alitt 
past but will come back again no doub 
to debauch the taste when its appetit 
demands a change of can-ion.
